Majority of the Dead Soldiers 
Who Were Crushed When 
Their Barracks Were Wreck- 
ed by the Earthquake---The 
Soldiers Were Asleep When 
Death Struck Them. 


Mexico City, June 7.—Sixty-three 
killed; seventy-five wounded: proper 
ty loss $100,000. 

These are the net results of the 
earthquake which visited the capital 
this morning and injected a note of 
tragedy into what was expected to be 
@ day of pure rejoicing. When the 
work of searching the ruins is com- 
pleted, it is possible that the list of 
dead will be lengthened somewhat, as 
hiding here and there throughout the 
city there doubtless are many wounded 
who, with traditional fear of the au- 
thorities and government hospitals, 
@re anxious to evade discovery. 

The property loss is but an estimate, 
@nd is based upon calculations made 
by owners and contractors. Little of 
the loss is covered by insurance. 

Shocks for Fourteen*Minutes, 

It was 4:25 o’clock when the first 

shock was felt. According to the ob- 


servatory, the greatest intensity was 
reached at the end of the first minute, 
but the instruments continued to re- 
cord the shocks for fourteen minutes 
more. It was of a vacillatory, twist- 
ing character, but almost free from 
trepidatery motion. 

More than half of the dead account- 
ed for were soldiers. They were 
caug the falling walis of 
the artillery barracks in San Cosme, a 
locality near the Mexican Central sta- 
tion. Another place where the earth- 
quake took its toll of death in cocn- 
siderable numbers was at the city 
power plant of the street car company. 
Here six were killed and six wounded. 

With these two exceptions the death 
list was made up of. single cases or, 
in some instances, of two and three 
caught beneath falling walls in the 
poorer buildings of the district most 
seriously affected. 

Twelve Women Among Dead. 

No personal property of Americans 
was damaged, and with the exception 
of one Chinese, no foreigner was in- 
jured. The Chinese was killed. In the 
barracks where the soldiers were killeJ 
twelve women also lost their lives. 
They were the wives of the artillery- 
men. These wovien have the privilege 
ef spending the night within the 
walls of the barracks. The barracks 
was an old structure built 7a genera- 
tion or more ago, but, unlike many of 
the older edifices of the city, its walls 
were comparatively thin. Seventy-two 
soldiers were sleeping in the house. 
Approximately half were quartered on 
the first floor. the remainder on the 
second. The outer wall fell away and 
the roof crashing down on the sleep- 
ing men, hurled them down through 
the floor onto their comrades below. 
The bodies of thirty soldiers have been 
recovered. Three are missing and six- 
teen are wounded, a few dangerously. 

Instantly those who escaped began 
the work of rescue. Worg was sent 
to a company of the engineering corps, 
who soon arrived and began assisting 
in the work of shoveling away the 
Broken rock and mortar. Women 
whose soldier-husbands were in the 
pile stood by waiting in groups, while 
the little brown children clung to their 
mothers’ dresses and stared curiously 
At the gruesome scene. Ambulances 
carried the wounded to the mifitary 
hospitals and the deag to Doleres ceme- 
tery. ‘ L, 
Rallroad Engiseer Crushed. 

Three blocks from the barracks the 
yards of the Mexican Central, which 
Madero had been scheduled to enter 
presenteq another spectacie of the 
shocks intensity. There a long wall 
separating these yards from those of 
the Mexican railway was thrown 
down. A Mexican locomotive engineer 
who was lying by its side was crush- 
ed to death. A warehouse of the Mexi- 
can Central is almost a wreck, one wall 
ang’a portion of the building having 
collapsed. ‘About one-tthird of the 
roundhouse was-torn down. No casual- 
ties were reported here. 

In none of the advices received af 
police headquarters is the mention of 
the death of any person of prominence. 
The victims were those whose homes 
were in cheaply-built houses, shacks in 
most cases, whose walls had little 
power of resistance. 

The fury of the shock was spent in 
the northwestern and western part of 
the city. The most damage done was 
in that quarter of the city known as 
Santa Maria, although cracks in the 
pavement and walls toppled over serve 
to mark its course as far to the south 
as Colonia Roma, a .district inhabited 
largely by Americans. In this district, 
however. little real damage was done 
and nv deaths have been reported. 

Cracks ig the Streets. 

racks show here and there tn the 
pavement throughtout the gistrict af- 
fected, and now and then the asphalt 
jis buckled until the ridge is 3 to 5 
inches above the level of the street. 
Walls made usually of a soft stone or 
even of adobe bricks have fallen in 
scores of places, giving to some locali- 
ties a greatly damaged aspect. In nine 
eases out of ten these walis fell into 
open yards or into the street. In one

KING TO PREPARE 
CAPTION TD BILL 


First sep Taken Toward 
Commission Government 


Alex King, Luther Still and C. 
T. Hopkins Named as a Sub- 


Application Must Be Adver- 
tised for Thirty Days. 


Notice that Atlanta is to apply to 
the next legislature for the privilege 
of installing a commission form of 
government if she so desires will be 
served on the world at large within the 
next two days. 

Meantime, towarg the city from both 
the east and the west are speeding 
copies of more than two-score com- 
mission government charters that are 
now doing service in cities through- 
out the country. Upon the arrival of 
these, which are expected in forty- 
eight hours, men appointed for the 
purpose will begin the work of assimi- 
lating and embodying into a charter 
for Atlanta al] that is best in each, 
attempting at the same time to elimi- 
nate the apparent weaknesses. 

The committee appointed to draft a 
commission charter for the city held 
its first meeting Wednesday morning 
in the office of Charles T. Hopkins, 
and at this meeting preliminary ar- 
rangements for the work the commit- 
tee has to do were made, 

Maddox Is Chairman. 

To begin with, the appointment of 
R. F. Maddox as chairman of the com- 
mittee was affirmed, while Alex King 
was chosen vice chairman. Julian 
Harris was selected as secretary. With 
the exception of Mr. Paxon, who is an 
ex-officio member of the committée, 
all of the members were present. 
After Chairman Maddox had briefly 
outlined the work to be done by the 
committee, a motion was carrieq which 
provided for the appointment of a sub- 
committee of three, to which should 
go the duty of framing the commis- 
sion charter. The resolution provided 
that the chairman appoint this com- 
mittee and Mr. Maddox accordingly se- 
lected Messrs. Hopkins, Still and King 
as committeemen; at the same time 
requesting, Mr. Harris to meet. with 
the committee. 

Must Advertise Application. 
Mr. King then callea attention to 
the fact that, under the law, -applica- 
tion for a new charter must be adver- 
tised thirty days before the bill em- 
bodying such application can be legally 
introduced in the legislature. 
Following this, a motion was adopt- 
ed appointing .Mr. King a committee 
of one “to draft a name of caption for 
the bill which is to be introduced, in 
order that this caption may be. adver- 
tiseqd as soon as framed. Under the 
law, the advertisement of the intended 
application must carry the caption un- 
der which the bill will be introduced. 
When seen late in the afternoon, Mr. 
King stated that he had not at that 
time drafted the caption for the bill, 
but announced that he expected to do 
so today. This being the case, it is 
thought probable that the bill wil be 
advertised within the next two days 
at the outside, as it was the sense 
of the committee that this should be 
done at the very earliest moment pos- 
sible. 
During the meeting Chairman Mad- 
dox stated that he had wired Jomes 
McVicar, a commissioner of Des Moines 
and secretary of the American League 
of Municipalities, asking him to send 
immediately all the commission gov- 
errment charters he has gathered. 

The New Jersey Plan. 

Mr. Harris stated likewise that he 
has also asked for considerable infor- 
mation atout commission government 
charters, among others having asked 
Guovernor Woodrow Wilson's secretary 
to torward a copy of the general com- 
rmission government bill which the 
governor has introduced in the New 
Jersey legislature. 
Itepies to the requests of both Mr. 
Maddox ang Mr. Harris are expected 
In the next few days and upon their 
arrival the subcommittee appointed to 
draft the charter will begin the work 
of sifting them. The members an- 
reunce that they will give to the work 
all of their spare time, rushing the 
vork to completion as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
The committee as a whole adjournel 
subject tc the cali of the chairman, 
an.] will be convened as soon as the 
sulcommittee has a report to make.

Mexico City, June 7.—‘When a people 
fights for liberty and conquegs, the tri- 
umph is well received in neighboring 
countries. The spirit of liberty will 
not be satisfied. ang we will really 
not be happy, until, in the whole 
American continent, the reign of de- 
mocracy is complete,”’ 

This sentiment was foremost in the 
speech of Francisco I. Madero, Jr., to 
thousands of people, including many 
Latin Americans from adjacent coun- 
tries, who serenaded him in front of 
his home here tonight as a climax to 
his vociferous welcome to the capital. 

Almost Frenzied Shoyt. 

Led by the Venezuelan colony, the 
throng that cheered Madero for fully 
ten minutes, burst into an almost fren- 
zied shout when he bespoke the hope 
that Central and South American coun-' 
tries would participate in the era of 
civic freedom which he believes has 
dawned in Latin America. 

For hours the crowd waited at the 
Madero home, where the former rebel 
chief gave a reception to many of his 
friends here, following a day of tu- 
multuous demonstration, and when he 
appeared on the balcony of his house, 
the silk tri-color which he wore'dur- 
ing the day’s procession adorning his 
black frock coat, the mass of jubilant 
supporters simultaneously broke out 
with the shout, “Viva Madero.” 

Madero Meets De La Barra. 

Mr. Madero’s meeting with President 
de la Barra at the national palace was 
impressive. The former rebel chief 
never before had met the president, 
and as Mr. de la Barra entered a cor- 
ridor leading from his office, escorted 
@y his military staff, he stepped for- 
ward and grasped the hand of the 
triumphant chief of the revolt. Both 
men, short of stature, were overshaw- 
oweg by the gatint guardsmen of the 
Madero staff, as well as those of the 
chief*executive. The two men chatted 
for a few. minutes. 

“A .great deal has been done,” said 
Mr. de la Barra, “but there is much 
ahead of us. From the way in which 
you have been received in the capital, 
I am confident that al! will be accom- 
plished that should be. and with. the 
suport of the popular element.*’ ae 

Mr. Madero, in reply, exp | 
confidence in President de la ‘Barra, 
asserting that he “was ‘glad Mexico 
had at the head of its government at 
the present moment so eminent and 
so honorable a man. 

Crowds Fill the Street. 

Tonight crowds filled the streets, 
and parades in which students and 
laborers alike participated were .in- 
cessant. The streets: in front of the 
Madero house, at a late hour tonights 
were still crowded with noisy celebd- 
ramts., + 

Mr. Madero was 
throughout the day. 

Thousands onthousands packed the 
inclosure in front of the railroad sta- 
tion, lined the fences and walls, roofs 
of houses and filled widows and bal- 
conies at every point which afforded 
a view of the station entrance when 
Madero arrived. 

The coach to which Mr. ang Mrs. 
Madero were escorted was drawn by 
four iron-gray horses, which were 
managed by postillions in green jack- 
ets, white trousers, colonial wigs and 
green caps. With Senor Madero and 
his wife rode Alfredo Robles. Domin- 
guez, now chief of the military zone. 
Bouquets of flowers and wreaths of 
myrtle were tossed in the path of the 
victor and his wife and into the car- 
riages as the Madero party drove 
through the cheering multitude. 

All of the streets through which the 
parade passed were gorgeous in bunt- 
ing and flags of all nations. 

Showers of confetti and myriads of 
streamers and paper tape descended 
on the marchers from balconies and 
upper windows, while all along the 
route bunches of flowers were tossed 
into the Madero carriage. Mrs. Madero 
acknowledged the tribute with smiles 
and bows.

GARY SAYS ROOSEVELT 
GAVE SANCTION TQ DEAL 


And That Root Also Sanction- 
ed---Gary Says That Without 
Roosevelt’s Approval the Steel 
Trust Would Never Have Ab- 
sorbed the Southern Plants. 
Conference at White House. 


Washington, June .7.—Judge Elbert 
H. Gary, executive head of the United 
States Steel Corporation, tolqg the house 
committee of inquiry today a version 
of the formation of that enterprise 
which contradicted the testimony of 
John W. Gates that the threats of An- 
drew Carnegie to build rival railroads 
and tube works had induced J. Pieér- 
pont Morgan to institute negotiations 
culminating in the gigantic steel com- 
bination. 

Mr. Gary also declared that if former 
President Roosevélt had not approv- 
ed of the obsorption of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company by the United 
States Stee] Corporation, he, Mr. Gary, 
never would have yoted to consummate 
the deal. Mr. Gary will resume his 
testimony tomorrow. 

The Panic of 1907. 

Mr. Gary discussed the financial pan- 
ic of 1907 when the Tennessee Com- 
pany was taken over in a claimed ef- 
fort to avert the failure of the New 
York brokerage firm of Moore and 
Echley and consequent disastrous re- 
sults in the banking world. x 

“You have no idea,” he said, ‘of the 
financial frenzy which possessed New 
York in that panic. It would have 
been very easy for that panic to have 
gone beyond all bounds and affected 
the entire country. ° 

“Any man. interested in the banks of 
thin York; at that time would -no more 

k of doing anything to injure an 
other bank’ than one of us would thin 
of throwing a lighteg match into a 
powdér magazine near us. He could 
not injure another bank without ir- 
juring himself, and dany decent man, 
with sense enough to protect his own 
interests, wauld not intentionally do 
anything to injure another.” 

This declaration was made after Mr. 
Gary had been asked for more details 
relating to his conference with Mr. 
Recosevelt regarding the Tennessee 
deal and his decigration that he re 
garded. Mr. Roosevelt’s refusal to in- 
terfere in the transaction as an act 
of great “constructive statesmanship” 
Chairman Stanley interjected “destruc- 
tive as well as *construetive.” 

Denies Trust Wants Monopoly. 

“It was not destructive,” insisted 
Judge Gary. “We did not acquire the 
}roperty of a competitor of any cons>- 
quence. We did not want to create a 
monopoly in the steel business.” 

Mr. Gary further stated that the 
United States Steel Corporation never 
wanted a monopoly of the iron and 
steel business of the country. 

“We consistently have opposed se- 
curing a monopoly,’ he said. ‘We know 
that the very worst thing that could 
happen to the United States Steel 
Corporation is to’ secure a monopoly.” 

“How long have you been afraid to 
try the fyjl control of the -trade?’” 
Chairman Stanley asked. 

“Ever since the corporation was or- 
ganized,”’ replied Mr. Gary. 

Judge Gary declared that President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State Root 
not only sanctioned the absorption of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
by the steel corporation, but held at 
to be necessary to avert widespread 
financial disaster. 

The Conference at White House. 

Mr. Gary declared anew that finan- 
cia! eonditions in 1907 were such that 
something hag to be done to prevent 
a panic. The conference at the white 
heuse, he declared, was the final step 
in the campaign of prevention and he 
addjed that if the administration had 
declined to permit the combination, 


of the two big steel properties he 
would have opposed it in steel corpo- 
ration. He insisted that the impres- 
sion made on Ris mind and the minds 
of those with him was that both Mr. 
Roosevelt ang Mr. Root fully recogniz- 
ed the necessity for the merger and 
accepted it as imperative if a finan- 
cial cataclysm was to be averted. 

“Tf President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Root, then secretary of state, had ob- 
jected to this transaction,” suggested 
Representative Bartlett, of Georgia, 
“would the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration..still have purchased the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company?” 

.-"{ think: 1 surely would have voied 
against the purchase,” Mr. Gary . 
plied. 

How Steel Trust Was Formed. 

Discussing the successive confer- 
ences between Mess-s. Morgan, Frick, 
Schwab, Robert Bacon and others rel- 
ative to the formation of the United 
States Stee! Corporation, Mr. Gary Waid. 

“One Sunday morning Mr. Robert 
Bacon, then a partner in the firm o12 
J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., came to my 
house. He said that the night before 
Mr. Schwab had surprised Mr. Morgan’ 
by showing a letter from Mr. Carnegie 
stating that he would sell his steel 
property and take bonds in payment 
for it. There had been a conference. 
at Mr. Morgan's house. Mr. Bacon did: 
not tell me anything about Mr. John 
W. Gates having been there. I never 
heard. that he-was there until I read 
his testimony before this committee, es 
which he said he was at Mr. Morgan 
house, and that the plan of the United 
States Steel Corporation was formulat- 
ed there. I cannot see how it cou 
be that such plans were made tha

Chief Justice White, of the United 
States supreme court, has _announced 
that he has appointed a committee to 
revise the rules of equity practice in 
in the United States courts. The com- 
mittee is composed of himself and Jus- 
tices Lurton and Van Deventer, the 
only membérs of the supreme court 
who have had experience on the bench 
of the United States. circuit court, Jus- 
tice Lurton since 1898 and Justice Van 
Devanter since 1903. This move ts the 
initial step in a great refofm in federal 
procedure, which has long ‘been advo- 
cated by Justice White, who has often 
criticised the antiquated practice on the 
chancery side of these courts. The pres- 
ent. rules were promulgated in 1842. 
They are adopted in their entirety from 
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the ancient rules of the high court of 
chancery of England and are cumber- 
some and complicated in the highest de- 
gree, lending themselves to delays and 
embarrassing litigation rather than ex- 
pediting causes. The new rules will do 
away with many. legal delays, follow- 
ing the recommendations made by Pres- 
ident Taft in several addresses.

DOUBLE TRACKING 
TO DINE'SCENTER 


L&W Perfecls Plans for 
Great Improvements, 


Contemplated Expenditures to 
Give Road 208 Miles of New 
Double Track in Tennessee 
and Alabama---New Branches 
to Be Opened. 


Louisville, Ky., June 7.—Official an- 
nouncement ef perfected plans for im- 
provements costing several million 
dollars was made today at the head- 
quarters of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Raflroad Company here. Those 
improvements which already have beén 
definitely arranged for will be made 
in Alabama and Tennessee. They in- 
clude the construction of two new lines 
of road which will be included in the 
Louisville and Nashville system, and 


| which will give that system 208 miles 


of new, double track road in the states 
named. 

Under the charter of the Lewisburg 
and Northern Railroad Company sur- 
veys have been completed and a line 
adopted from a point connecting with 
the main line of the Louisville and 
Nashville, just north of (Nashville, 
across the state of Tennessee to the 
Alabama iine.

inated and a second track added. 
| Needs of New South. 

The building of these new branches, 
together with the other improvements, 
will give the Louisville and Nashville 
system a continuous double track line 
from a point ten miles north of Nash- 
ville to Calera, Ala., thirty-four miles 
south of Birmingham, or 252 miles of 
double track in the center of the 
south. , 

The Lewisburg and Northern Rail- 
road Company was chartered in June, 
1910, to build a railroad across the 
state of Tennessee from Portland, near 
the Kertucky-Tennessee . state line, 
southwardly to the Alabama-Tenyges- 
see state line. 

In its announcement, the Louisville 
and Nashville calls attention to the 
greater necessity, for railroad facili- 
ties in the new south, and says the 
states of. Ohio, Ind.ana and Illinois 
(Cooa county, IL,.not. included), have 

population only slightly greater per 
square mile of territory. than middle 
Tennessee, while the railroad mileage 
per square mile in the northern states 
named are nearly three times as great 
as that of the counties which the new 
line will traverse.

New York, June 7.—W. E. D. Stokes, 
wealthy owner of the Hotel Ansonia 
on upper Broadway, was shot three 
times tonight in an apartment occupied 
by two young women in West 80th 
street. It is charged, and the police 
say it is admitted by the accused, 
that Ethel Conrad, an artist, 19 years 


old, and Lilllam Graham, an actress, 


22 years old, both had a hand in the 
shooting. 

Mr. Stokes was found lying at the 
top of the fourth floor landing near 
the door of the young women’s apart- 
ment when @ poHceman was called im. 
He was bleeding profusely from bullet 
wounds in the right thigh and leg and 
the calf of the left leg. He clutched 
a revolver in one hand. 

Story Teld by Stekes. 

The wounded man was removed to a 

hospital ang both girls were arrested. 


They turned over the police a revolver 


and shells of three discharged car- 
tridges. 

According to Mr. Stokes’ story, as 
told through his attorney, he had gone 
to the young women’s room to run 


down a report that they had some le*-<«

“made threats to kill him.” 

Three shots were fired, the story tola 
by the attorney continues, one of 
which -went. wild, and Stokes, although 
wounded, grappled with the Graham 
woman.

Stokes Useg One Girl as Shield. 

Miss Conrad fired, the bullet taking 
effect in the calf of the man's leg. 
Stokes held the Graham woman in 
front of him as a shield, so that her 
roommate dared not fire again, but she 
shouted “murder,” whereupon three 
Japanese servants from another apart- 
ment rushed in and jumping upon 
Stokes, the attorney says.

Negro Caught Taking Waste 
Cotton Seed and Compelled 


Prosecution, Receives Sympa- 
thy of Judges. 


Seldom has a high court paused long 
enough in thé consideration of legal 
points involved in a case to deliver 
such sévere censure to a party at law 
as that which the court of appeals, in 
a decision handed down yesterday, de- 
livered tothe prosecutor inthe case of 
Anthony Johnson, a negro, who was 
tried in the city court of Lexington 
and sentenced to serve six months .in 
the chaingang on the charge of steal- 
ing a bag of cotton seed. 

The evidence showed that Johnson 
was a tenant and had been working for 
Jonathan Bryan and that he caught the 
negro one night raking up some cotton 
seed from the floor of the barn and 
putting it In a sack. When asked what 
he was going to do with the seed the 
negro replied that as it was waste seed 
he was going to feed it to his calf, 

Bryan made the negro sign a 
contract to work for him twelve 
months for nothing in Neu of prosecu- 
tion. After one month the negro quit 
work and was then arrested, trieq and 
sentenced to six months. 

The Habits of Negroes. 

“The existence of criminal intent ig 
exceedingly weak and unsatisfactory,” 
says the court, “but the intent was a 
question of fact to be decideg by the 
jury and not by this court. 

“It is the universal habit of negro 
employees to take possession of the 


overplus substance of their employees 
and appropriate it to their own use, a 
habit which is one of the results grow- 
ing out of the relation of masters and 
servants, and with the Hhberality of 
the master in dealing with servants 
such conduct has rarely been treated 
as criminal. If employers of negro 
servants in the south were to prose- 
cute for larceny their senvants who 
take possession of waste material, do- 
mestic servants would be much harder 
to secure and the population of the 
chaingang would be considerably in- 
creased. 

“This employer seems to have held a 
different view. It is not usually the 
duty of a court to criticise the conduct 
of a prosecutor where the prosecution 
is in good faith, but here the conduct 
was so reprehensible as to warrant un- 
reserveg condemnation. He caught this 
negro at what at most was only petty 
larceny and took advantage of the 
opportunity to drive a hard bargain 
ang condemn him to practical peonsge 
for a period of twelve months. In this 
case we think the defendant was more 
‘sinned against than sinning and a ver- 
| dict of not guilty would have done no 
; violence to the cause of justice.” 
| Since the verdict in the case was 
‘based on a question of faet which was 
with the ury to decide, the court was 
compelled to reluctantly affirm the 
verdict of guilty. The opinion was

AT CHICAGO EXPO. 


Chamber of Commerce Acts 
Favorably on Land 
Exposition. 


Georgia's exhibit at the United 
States Land and Irrigation Exposition, 
which will be held in Chicago this fall, 
was made a certainty yesterday after- 
noon when the directors of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce signed a con- 
tract for a section of space to be filled 
with exhibits of Georgia's agricultural 
and horticultural resources.

This will 
be done and the contract forwarded to 
Chicago without delay. 

In connection with the Georgia ex- 
hibit the directors of the chamber di- 
rected that the immignation commit- 
tee be requested to immediately take 
up the matter with the railroads of

the state, the immigration and indus- 
trial bureaus, and make necessary ar- 
rangements for securing adequate ex- 
hibits fer the show, which comes off 
in October. 

It is also expected that the various 
commercial bodies of the state will as- 
sist the railroads and others in not 
only securing exhibits, but in raising 
the funds necessary to maintain the 
exhibit during the time the exposition 
runs. The space contracted for is sim- 
ilar to that occupied by the other 
southern states.

COTTON ACREAGE 
SHOWS INCREASE 


June Report Shows Georgia 
Crops Are Generally in 
Fine Condition. 


According to the May crop report, 
which has just been issued by Commis- 
sioner Of Agriculture T. G. Hudson, 
there is an increase of 2 per cent in 
the acreage of cotton planted in Geor- 
gia this year, as compared with the 
acreage of 19109. 

The report as to cotton 
lows: 

“Very few complaints have been 
made except of dry weather, and this 
has been general. 

“The area planted to cotton. last 
year was 4,970,000 acres. According 
to our report there is an increase of 2 
per cent in acreage, giving 5,069,400 
acres planted in cotton for 1911. 

“The condition of Georgia’s growing 
crop on June 1 was 87.5 per cent of a 
normal condition, as compared with 80 
per cent in 1910.” 

The report shows that only 256 per 
cent of a full crop of peaches is indi- 
cated for this year; 83 per cent of a 
full crop of apples; 24 1-3 per cent of 
a full crop of pears, and 87 1-3 per 
cent of a full crop of grapes. 
| Taking 109 as the average, the fol- 
lowing figrués-show the acreage for 
the various crops this year, as com- 
pared with 1910: Corn,*102 2-3 per 
condition and prospect, 98 2-3 
per cent; oats, 97 1-3 per cent, condi- 
tion and prospect, 96 per cent; lowiand 
rice, 77 per cent; upland rice, 95 per 
cent, condition and prospect, 98 per 
cent; sorghum, 99 1-3 per cent, condi- 
tion, 98 2-3 per cent. 

Regarding stock, the report shows 
the following: Condition of sheep, 
97 2-3 per cent; condition of work 
stock, 101 2-3 per cent; stock of hogs, 
compared. to last year, 100 per cent. 

A few raisers report cholera among 
hogs, but the vast majority report 
splendid health conditions among all 
kinds of stock. 

The supply of labor, as compared 
with last year, is 94 2-3 Per cent, and 
a consequent increase of 5 per cent in 
wages is shown.

disenchantment. When “reform” sounded its wide-flung tocsin in 
Georgia in 1906, its hypnotic tones fell sweetly upon the ears of 
J. J. Brown. : Here at last, he reasoned, was the political Utopia 
for which his soul had yearned these many years. He had always 
believed the people ought to rule—in everything! And now they 
were to rule—in everything! 
every word he hung, breathless, promise they would? Didn’t these 
same champions score the administrators of Georgia for the past 
quarter century, charging they had taken rule from the people, and 
themselves promising to smash the “ring” and bring government 
back to the people down to the simplest, most obscure office? 

J. J. Brown bit—hard! He builded a beautiful dream of a 
state run by demigods, with the people ever in the saddle and the 
said demigods ready always to pour out their last drop for the 
slightest rights of the people. Brown did his own best to make 
the dream come true. He toiled in the vineyard overtime. Once 
or twice things happened that made the dream fade a little. Some- 
times he thought he got a glimpse of the clay-feet of his political 
idols. But he had enlisted: for the war, not one campaign—had 
Brown—and he quenched his misgivings and nourished his little 
dream and fought valiantly the campaign of 1910. 

Then—ker-bang! Brown woke from his dream and found it 
wasn’t one, but just one of those nightmares in which one has the 
feeling of falling from great heights to fathomless depths. That’s 
exactly what Brown’s ideals did. What woke Brown? A legis- 
lative juggle for a four-year senatorial term instead of “people’s 
rule” through primary—and, worst of all, a juggle sanctioned, un- 
derwritten, riveted and reinforced by Brown’s own pet political 
champions who were to induct a political millennial dawn in Georgia. 

Was Brown dazed? Read his card! Mere mayors and coun- 
cilmen and sheriffs were being elected by the people, argued Brown. 
Even judges and solicitors. Even governors and congressmen. 
A United States senator! Brown knew that was about the highest, 
most important office in the state. He knew Georgia had wet- 
nursed the principle of letting the people vote for the senator. 
Quibbles? Brown’s champions hadn’t quibbled when they thun- 
dered “people’s rule” up and down the state. Brown himself hadn’t 
quibbled in his support. Even the federal house of representatives, 
the very senate committee itself hadn’t quibbled—it distinctly ap- 
proved a bill providing for popular elections to fill senatorial ad 
interim vacancies. Brown knew it. Brown knew his one-time 
champions knew it. Brown even knew that in the current agita- 
tion for municipal reform in Atlanta every single faction, even 
those opposing commission government, were clamoring for “pav- 
ing the way to popular government” by the initiative, referendum, 
and the recall. 

And in the fullness of that knowledge, Brown’s dream shrunk 
up and blew away! Brown might had taken at least partial coun- 
sel of the people in Georgia who stood out against political midsum- 
mer madness. If he hadn’t been such an incorrigible and earnest 
dreamer, he might have sooner seen the clay. feet, the impossibility 
of the whole thing. He didn’t then. He does now. Rather sardonic, 
after all, isn’t it? 

Thousands upon thousands of people in Georgia are awaking 
from the same dream that held Brown. It’s too late, of course. 
In the face of cumulative state and national sentiment, and pend- 
ing laws, the “canned” state democratic executive committee has 
decreed a legislative jackpot. They haven’t left enough of Brown’s 
“people’s rule’ dream to make a moonbeam. 

Protests are unavailing. Comment is ink wasted. 

But isn’t the wakening a droll one? 

And isn’t it going to be one of the labors of hercules to make 
Brown, and the others, dream the same dream again; 
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AT LEAST SIMPLIFY MILEAGE RULE. 


G. H. Wilson, of Atlanta, elsewhere on this page presents a 
clean-cut exposition of the injustice and complexity of the present 
railroad mileage exchange rule, and asks why the south is not en- 
titled to a system approximating the simplicity observed by car- 
riers in other sections. 

Mr. Wilson’s contentions, often reiterated by The Constitu- 
tion and the T. P. A., of Georgia, are ufanswerable. New Eng- 
land is specifically cited by him as presenting a model the south- 
ern carriers could partially copy with profit to progress. But ex- 
amples are not confined to that section of the country. The ma- 
jority of the great carriers of the north, east and west sell inter- 
changeable mileage without the tedious, time-killing and exasper- 
ating red-tape in force in the southern territory. 

These systems, many of them the last word in scientific organ- 
ization and efficiency, do not consider it necessary in the interests 
of self-protection and effective auditing, to impose arbitrary re- 
strictions upon the traveling public. They safeguard themselves 
against being mulcted by the semi-occasional dishonest employee 
without reflecting upon the integrity of evry railroad man coming 
in contact with holders of transportation. 

The south deserves and will ultimately be accorded similar 
rights, if an unremitting fight can secure them. A step in the right 
direction seems to be the projected bill of Emmett Shaw, state 
senator-elect from the third district. Mr. Shaw’s measure provides 
that railroads selling interchangeable mileage, shall provide an 
entirely sepatate window and clerk, whose sole duties shall be to 
exchange coupons for tickets. To just what extent that improve- 
ment would facilitate present conditions, every traveling man well 
knows. The bill is eminently worth considering. 

Sooner or later, the southern roads will have to abandon their 
arbitrary position and assume the more reasonable one of the 
northern systems. 

They would create more friends by making the change volun- 


tarily.

A Plea for a Simple 
Mileage Exchange System 

Editor Constitution: The present 
mileage exchange system in the south 
is about as fool a proposition as was 
ever thought out. 

In the first place it wastes about 
double as much time as a simple s8ys- 
tem would require, both to the railroad 
and the passenger, and, in addition, is 
more expensive than it should be to the 
railroad. 

The process now is for the prospect- 
ive traveler to get his mileage, giving 
his name, weight, age, color, nationali- 
ty, business and some dozen other 
foolish descriptions, then proceed to 
the ticket office, sign the mileage, 
when he will receive.a ticket ang then 
catch his train, if he hasn’t already 
missed it while going through the use- 
less formalities required of him. 

To my personal knowledge in New 
England a few years ago a traveler 
could buy mileage with as little form- 
ality as he would a straight ticket. If 
a common sense system is workable in 
the north, why isn’t it in the south? 

Frankly, it strikes me that if the 
man who invented the system now in 
use in the south was not in the lunatic 
asylum when he worked it out, he 
ought to have been.

DENIES CHARGES

Deposed Teacher Issues State 
ment Regarding Her Dismissal 


Tells Why She and President 
Branson Could Not Agree and 
Places Blame on Him--Knew 
Nothing of Dismissal Until 
Newspapers Printed Story. 


Miss Celeste Perrish, of Athens, Ga., 
spent yesterday in the city visiting 
friends. Miss Parrish was seen by a 
representative of The Constitution and 
asked for a statement about the re- 
cent action taken by the board of trus- 
tees of the State Normal school, when 
she was deposed from her position as 
director of the Peabody Practice school 
and the chair of pedagogic psychology. 

Subsefuently statements pertaining 
to Miss Parrish’s deposition were made 
by Mr. Thomas Shackelford, president 
of the board of trustees, and E. C. 
Bronson, president of the school, but 
Miss Parrish unti] Wednesday refused 
an interview to the press. In the 
meantime the women of many organi- 
zations have passed resolutions deplor- 
ing the loss Miss Parrish would be to 
the State Normal. Ten teachers have 
resigned from the faculty and per- 
sonal friends of Miss Parrish have 
been free in their expressions of in- 
dignation at the treatment accorded 
her. 

Miss Parrish’s Statement. 

Miss Parrish said: 

“On May 3 an article appeareg in the 
leading newspapers of the state pur- 
porting to be an interview given by T. 
J. Shackleford, the newly-elected presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the 
State Normal school of Georgia, and 
by E. C. Branson, the president of the 
school, which contained serious 
charges against my professional char- 
acter. Before my recent dismissal] 
from the school I asked the acting 
president of the board of trustees, S. B. 
Brown, for a copy of the charges 
against me, and begged that an in- 
vestigation of my conduct be helq and 
that I be given a hearing. I append 
his answer. 

‘Albany, Ga., April 15, 1911. 

“*Miss C. S. Parrish, care State Nor- 
mal College, Athens, Ga.—Dear Miss 
Parrish: Your favor of the 1lith re- 
ceived. 

““At the meeting referred to there 
were no charges made against you. 
The president stated that there was 
friction between you and himself 
which had existed for some time and 
— it seemed impossible to recon- 
cile. 

“*As no quorum was present no ac- 
tion was taken. With regards, 

“Very truly yours, 

(Signed) “Ss. B. BROWN, 

“‘Chairman Trustees.”” 
No Investigation Made. . 

“No investigation was made, and 
was given no hearing of any sort. If 
Mr. Shackleford’s charges had been 
made then, and I had been given a fair 
hearing I am convinced that I could 
have disproved them. Hight years ago, 
when similar charges were made I did 
disprove them and the trustees refused 
to ask me to resign. To what extent 
these charges, and even others of which 
I have not yet been informed, were 
used to persuade members of the pres- 
ent board of trustees to vote for my 
dismissal does not yet appear. 

“I have been so averse to publicity 
that I have refused to talk for the pa- 
pers. For more than a week I have 
waited for Mr. Shackleford to make 
some amends for his unjustifiable at- 
tack upon me, and have earnestly en- 
deavored to induce him to do so. The 
result has been a personal letter to 
me, in which he denies giving an in- 
terview to the reporter, but 
evades the main issue, which is the re- 
sponsibility for the charges. Under 
these circumstances I am forced to 
speak. 

“Mr. Shackleford says that I was ‘for 
years a disturbing element in the 
school.’ This is not true. If I had been 
I could not have done the constructive 
work which is well known, nor could 
I have won the great love and confi- 
dence of my students, which has been 
so recently manifested. That the im- 
placable enmity and relentless perse- 
cution of President Branson frequently 
forced me to protect my work from de- 
structive measures devised by him and 
necessitated my engaging in disagree- 
able discussions is true. It is also true 
that although I kept silent when I was 
not responsible for the action taken, 
I was sometimes placed in positions 
where absence of protest on my part

knowledge of the circumstances; could 
be construed as a violation of their 
regulation that the boar] of trustees 
should be officialty ‘approached by the 


the school; or unless when 
Branson, in pursuance of his pelicy of 
injuring me through harin to iny work, 
sought to introduce into my department 


whose introduction the eight members 
of my department protested, and whose 
presence in the department would have 
caused great confusion and disintegra- 
tion.

German Independent. 


Berlin, June 7.—Representatives of 
American potash interests today served 
the owners of independent German pot- 
ash mines with the formal notice that 
they will refuse to accept deliveries 
of potash subject to the payment of 
super-contingent tax. 

After an egreement regarding con- 
tracts was reached between the Ameri- 
cans and the German potash syndicate, 
May 18, negotiations were opened with 
the independents, whose contracts with 
the Americans are responsible for the 
present German potash law. The Ger- 
man contractors insist that the Ameri- 
can firms are responsible for the tax. 

The Americans action today indicates 
that the negotiations have failed and 
the firms probably will bring suit 
aganst the Americans in the United 
States courts to enforce the tax.

Mr. Payne will lead the opposition to 
the democratic bill, and will probably 
make the opening speech tomorrow. 
No limit has been set to the debate, 
and notwithstanding Mr. Underwood's 
hope that it can be concludeg in .a 
week, it is expected to last well into, 
if not through, the seeond week. 

Saym Woolen Trust Dictated. 


Mr. Underwood declared that the 


American Woolen Company had dictat- 


ed the action of the republican con- 
Sress on the wool tariff. 

“There is nobody in this country 
who does not know that the Ameri- 
can Woolen Company today fixes the 
price,’’ said Mr. Underwood; “that it 
is a monopoly, that it is a trust, and 
that that company dictateg to a re- 
publican house, when they : prohibited 
you from reducing the exorbitant rates 
under schedule K in the last con- 
gress.”

INFORM LEGISLATORS 
ON BLECKLEY PLAZA 


Council to Mail Information to 
Members of General 
Assembly. 


For the purpose of thoroughly ac- 
quainting citizens of the state and 
members of the legislature with the 
provisions and the ultimate results of 
the passage of the “Bleckley plaza 
bill,” which will be introduced in the 
next legislature, the joint committee 
from the city council and the chamber 
of commerce has decided to send out 
letters to the legislators and the prom- 
inent men of the state generally. 

A picture of the proposed plaza and 
a complete outline of the plan by 
which it will be erected will go with 
each letter. It will be shown that the 
building which would replace the 
present union depot would have twen- 
ty-five stories, withatotal net renting 
space of 418,000 square feet. The citi- 
zens of Atlanta propose to form a 
corporation to furnish the money for 
this work, and recoup themselves with 
rents which would accrue from a lease 
during twenty-five to thirty years. 
After that time the entire net income, 
estimated at $280,000, would go to the 
state. The annual] income, which is 5 
per cent on $5,000,000, is equivalent 
to turning over to the state property 
worth about two-thirds of the public 
debt of Georgia, and an income more 
than one-half the present rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. It will 
be sufficient to pay the interest on 
the entire public debt.

REPORT MADE ON 
GARBAGE PROBLEM 


Relative to the present garbage dis- 
posal situation in Atlanta, the direc- 
tors of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday adopted resolutions 
embodied in the report of its sanita- 
tion committee. 

This report contains what, in the 
opinion of both the directors and the 
members of the committee is a solu- 
tion, of the garbage problem, both at 
present and in the future. In it are 
recommendations as to steps which 
should be taken for both immediate 
and pernfanent relief. 

The report, in part, is as follows: 

| For Immediate Relief. 

“We recommend that the people be 
educated through the pulpit and press 
and by posters sent out by the board 
of health concerning the proper dis- 
position of garbage on their own 
premises. 

“We recommend that each house- 
holder burn, as far .as possible, all 
trash and litter which accumulates in 
his own yard, and that all ashes be 
left on the premises untij after the 
watermelon and fruit season is over. 

“That sanitary inspectors see that all. 
yards are kept clean, that all garbage 
is placed in proper.cans provided for 
Same, that the cans are kept closed 
and cases are made against the own- 
ers of cans if not kept closed. 


“That all garbage in cans be disin- i. 


fected at least once a day with some 
suitable disinfectant, t6 be furniShed 
by the city, if necessary.: 

“We recommend further, that where 
city sewers are accessible, all surface 
closets be immediately condemned by 
the proper authorities, and that sew- 
er connectiong be made at once; that 
where no city sewers are available, 
that owners or tenants in possession 
of surface closets be required to keep 
these clogets clean, either by the use 
of dry earth or by lime. 

“We recommend that the garbage 
as it is loaded on the carts be disin- 
fected with some suitable disinfectant, 
and in this connection submit the sug- 
gestion of E. L. Worsham, the state 
entomologist, whose letter accompanies 
this report. . 

Permanent Solution. 

“For permanent solution of the 
garbage problem, the committee rec- 
ommends that it be hauled outside the 
city for a considerable distance over 
the railway or on street railways, and 
there be disposed of, and to this end 
suggests either of the three following 
alternatives: 

“1. That an investigation be made 
to see if the city owns any property 
suitable for this purpose with a view 
to disposing of the garbage thereon by 
the city. 

“2. That the city consider the ad- 
visability of buying a tract of land 
outside the city for the purpose of 
garbage disposal. 

“3. That the city invite bids from 


from railroad cars at suitable points 
on side tracks about the city and con- 
vey it to some place at a distance from 
the city-and there dispose of it, the 
city to deliver the garbage on cars at 
convenient points about the city, and 
the cars to be disinfected daily. 

“For this purpose, cars should be 
constructed so that sides may be let 
out so as to dump the garbage easily 
and cheaply at the point of destina- 
tion. 

“In regard to providing funds for 
this purpose, the committee does not at 
this time make a recommendation, but 
does recommend that in the event the 
stockade property is. sold, it should 
not be sold until after the convicts are 
removed and the building is fitted up 
for and occupied by the Tech High 
school. 

“The effect of substantial improve- 
ments in enhancing the value of prop- 
erty is not fully felt until the im- 
remodelling of the building and im- 
provements are completed and visible 
to the public. 

“After the remova] of convicts and. 
remodeling of the building and im- 
provements on the campus, the city 
will receive a very much larger sum 
than it would receive upon the mere 
announcemént of the intention to im- 
prove. For this reason the city can 
well afford to borrow money to effect 
the change and postpone the sale un- 
til after the improvements have been 
completed and the effect is fully ap- 
parent. : 

“Your committee is of the opinion 
that if this sale is made, as much land 
as possible should be retained in the 
campus as the Technological High 
chool will become a favorite institu- 
tion, and in the course of time will 
receive large sums of money by sift 
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such a car.

Two of the capital’s old churches and 
the national palace are buildings which 
show the effects of the shocks.

This church has 
shown cracks of a seiifous chanacter as 
a result of other earthquakes, and this 
morning they were of such a serious 
kind that the building was -ordered 
closed. 

Three schools sustained considerable 
damage, but in none was there loss 
of life. One of the schools was the 
Lieceo Guadalupano, a fashionable 
boarding school for girls. That part 
og the building which collapsed was far 
removed from the dormitory. The 
frightened children and their in- 
structors fled into the street, clad only 
in night gowns and pajamas. Another 
schoo] was the Mascarones college, the 
most famous Jesuit institution in the 
*epublic. Here a long wall and roof 
building over the side of an inclased 
field collapsed, The thifd school build- 
ing was the government normal school.
